Why Legion Needs 


Endowment Fund 


By CHAS. L. SPELLING 


The American Legion has under- 


taken to pay a debt of gratitude 
•which is also a debt of honor. Such 
is the reason for being of the cam- 
paign of the Legion to establish a 
national five million dollar endow- 
ment fund to be held in trust as a 
surety for the welfare of the wound- 
ed, disabled and afflicted of the 
World war, the widows, orphans and 
children. The fund is to be a sort of 
national guarantee posted by the 
Country to which it may refer in sup- 
port of its promise to those who 
have suffered in its service, "Ameri- 
ca takes care of its own." As cus- 
todian and administrator of the fund 
the president of the United States 
has designated the American Legion. 
So much for the purpose of the fund. 


The 
inquiring "Why" arises. 


*'Why should the Legion need five 
million dollars to take care of the 
disabled, their orphans and children? 
Doesn't the government do that? " 


The question is in order. This is 


the answer: 


It is the legal obligation of the 


United States Veterans' Bureau to 
care for the war's disabled, and, in 
certain cases, and within certain lim- 
its, to extend assistance to the de- 
pendents of those veterans. 


But the government machinery, 


however ample, remains machinery. 
In the case of the Veterans' Bureau 
it does not and it cannot enjoy those 
intimate contacts with the disabled, 
his family, his needs. It is limited 
at the top by the limit of ability 
which government service has been 
able to command. It is limited at the 
bottom by the extent of human con- 
tact possible to a government mech- 
anism. 
The 
American 
Legion, 


through its veteran rehabilitation 
and child welfare services, knows no 
limit at either end. 
This service, beginning with an ex- 
pert national control which is super- 
vised by some of the most eminent 
authorities in the science of rehabil- 
itation in the land, extends down to 
the iLegion's fingertips—its 11,000 
posts and 6,400 auxiliary units. By 
this great diffusion of collaborating 
effort the Legion can reach down in-

of $5,000,000 or more will provide 
over $225,000 income to carry on this 
work. But this will not be available 
until next year some time. Mean- 
while we carry on with the above 
gifts.

Christian Science Monitor: All those who, either from 


. a sense of duty or for the pleasure they expected to enjoy, 
. have experimented more or less with backyard gardens, 


seem to agree that that particular method of intensive 
activity is not as simple as it looks. Since the early days of 
the late war it has been the ambition of many American 
boys and girls, as well as of many grown-ups, to excel as 
tillers of refractory garden spots, many of which are illy 
adapted to the particular purposes to which they have been 
put. Convincing claims put forth by the publishers of seed 
catalogues, tracts which attempt to teach short methods 
in ^hrift, and the inherent urge whi<fh induces the genera- , 
tions of Americans to try their hand at farming, have com- 
bined to swell the ranks of amateur gardeners and to sup- 
ply recruits as fast as the discouraged or disqualified desert. 


With the return of moderate spring days there is notice- 


able a general mobilization of the 'undaunted back-yard 
agriculturists. The prospect is alluring as they regard it 
from the viewpoint of the illustrations on the seed packets. 
But these ambitious experimenters, unless they have en- 
dured the trials of a previous season's experience and may 
thus claim to be classed as veterans of the art, should not 
lose sight of the fact that between seed time and harvest 
there will intervene many da'ys when a sense of discourage- 
ment will try to creep in. Even when the ground has been 
prepared, the accumulated rubbish removed, and the seeds 
or shoots have been" planted, the actual work of the amateur 
farmer has only well begun. There will come days and 
' nights when it seems there is too much rain, and others 


when there seems to be too little. And most amazing of 
all is the discovery that weeds grow unceasingly under 
every possible condition. 


The volunteer gardener, if perchance he has been advis- 


ed that if his work intereferes with his play, to neglect"his 
work, discovers that the rule is a poor one. A neglected 
garden soon comes to be no garden at all, and this fact 
seems to be impressed along in the early summer, when 
vacation time arrives and the long automobile tours and 
the camps in mountains and along lakes have an almost 
irresistible appeal. 
But it may be said to the credit of 


, thousands of boys and girls that they have resisted this 


temptation to play when they should be at work. 


Perhaps those who have most successfully escaped the 


trials incident to the occupation of the experimental gar- 
dener are the confirmed followers of the festive and fleeting 
golf ball. There is a reason for this almost complete im- 
munity. It is because few of them have ever attempted to 
mix the business of golf-playing with that of gardening. It 
is a wise man, after all, who realizes his own capabilities 
and his limitations.

Santa Ana Register: The federal bureau of ; public 


roads, investigating the psychology of "road hogs," finds 
that the truck driver is not so porcine as he has been pic- 
tured. Truck drivers as a class, the official observers re- 
port, drive one foot closer to the outside of the pavement 
than autoraobilists do, in order to give an approaching 
car enough clearance. So it really is the motor car drivers 
who are the road hogs. 


Both classes are bad enough at times, as every driver 


knows. But when a truck driver hugs the middle of the 
road and ignores the warning toot of a ear behind that 
wants to pass, he usually has the excuse of seeking safety 
for his truck and cargo or of not hearing the horn. The 
automobilist who dawdles along the middle of the paved 
styip and refuses to get over seldom has any excuse what- 
ever, unless it be that nature made him egotistic, selfish, 
stolid and discourteous.

Ef- 
forts have been made to grow the 
fruit In California, Louisiana and 
other warvm sections of this coun- 
try,

will not stand the temperature ap- 
proaching fro'st The efforts have 
never been commercially successful. 
In the East Indies bananas are 
grown that are a foot long and two 
Inches In thickness, but It Is Impos- 
sible to ship these.—Rehoboth San- 
day Herald.

tell you some of the real facts. 


There is a great deal being said to 


the effect that "prohibition does not 
prohibit." This is plain nonsense, 
because before prohibition 
nearly 


every desirable corner in our cities 
was occupied by a saloon. Anybody 
knows that a few "bootleggers" 
sneaking around back alleys cannot 
possibly handle nearly as much busi- 
ness as all these saloons handled. 


This prohibition law would have 


been passed in time, but the Great 
War hurried it along. Any physician 
will toll you that a soldier who does 
not. drink liquor in any form has 
more endurance and strength than a 
soldier who drinks liquor. Therefore 
if the whole army did not drink li- 
quors it would be more efficient. We 
could not expect the whole army not 
to drink, but they would not have 
formed the habits over here. 


There is so much to bo said in 


favor of a galoonless nation, and so 
little to be said in favor of the sa- 
loon that the law was naturally con- 
tinued in force after the war was 
ended. 


Society has been benefited in many 


ways by the prohibition law. In the 
old days it so often happened that 
a well-meaning man passing the in- 
viting doors of the saloon, w^nt in 
to have, just one drink. One drink 
lead to another until the man was 
intoxicated. Perhaps he went home 
and beat his wife or children. Be- 
sides spending the money which 
should have gone to support his fam- 
ily, he became a brute. Statistics 
from all over the country show that 
since prohibition bank savings ac 
counts have greatly increased. 


As tirnfr goes on the 
confirmed 


drunkards will die. The few people 
who then drink will find it so hare 
to get liquors that they will stop 
drinking. The liquors now sold are 
often poisonous and kill many peo 
pie who drink them. 
I believe 


though, it wouldn't be such a ba 
idea to let the drinkers kill them 
selves, if they insist! They can't b 
very much good to themselves an 
are certainly of very little use t 
society. ' 


Many want this law repealed, thei 


argument being the law is not en- 
forced, but then you could hardly 
argue that the laws agains.t murder 
or stealing should be repealed be-1 
cause they are sometimes disobeyed.] 
Others claim that if the sale of wines 
and beer were allowed it would be 
a good thing because then people 
would not drink whiskey. You might 
as well arfjue that the laws apainst 
stealing Fords should be repealed to 
keep pcopje from stealing Cadillacs 
and Packards. 


No one of intelligence would claim 


that liquor is any benefit to man- 
kind. Everyone knows of its evil 
effects. So I don't think it is at all 
likely that the open saloon will ever 
return to America. My mother has 
often told me that it used to be quite 
common to sen a drunken man on the 
street, v/hile I have only seen one 
since I can remember. School chil- 
dren now will probably grow up in 
ignorance of alcohol. 


I hope, now, you understand about
